Mr Charles Poindexter, a man of 
many medhanical accomplishments and 
a clever gentleman, has cappad the cli- 
max of his many accomplishments by 
putting the draw in dydraulic and then 
putting the entire outfit to a practical 
use. Mr. Poindexter has recently in- 
stalled upon the farm of Mr William 
McKechnie near Marcellus, a system of 
water works which surpasses anything 
of the kind in this part of the country. 
He has placed at a large spring on the 
premises a Hydraulic Ram, which ele- 
vates the water to a height of 300 feet 
and distributes it over the entire farm 
of some 300 acres, with sufficient force 
for all ordinary purposes.

OILED AT ONCE. 

Following a recent suggestion of the 
Record, the streets of Lancaster are to 
be oiled. The oil has been ordered and 
is expected the latter part of this week 
and the work of putting it on the 
streets will begin immediately upon its 
arrival. The Square will be oiled and 
each street down to the first cross 
street, the city bearing half the ex- 
pense, the remainder being paid by 
private subecribtions of the property 
owners. A car load of oil has been 
ordered, and if there be any left, which 
there doubtless will, it will be furnish- 
ed to the citizens at cost, about seven 
cents per gallon, which together with 
the cost of putting iton will not amount 
to much, and taking into consideration 
the great amount of comfort it affords 
will be money well spent. 
Many citizens all over town have in 
cated their intention of oiling and we 
expect to see each street oiled in the 
uptown district. This will mean 
great lessening of the draft on a the 
water works, as it will not be neces- 
sary to sprinkle after the streets are 
oiled and the water used at present for 
rinkling far exceeds that used for all 

Lancaster is nothing if not progres- 
sive, and we have some neighboring 
towns far more pretentious who would 
do well to emulate the example set 
them.

United States Senator William O'Con- I 
nell Bradley died at his apartments in 
Faulkstone Park Courts, Washington | 
D. C. at 9:45 o'clock Saturday night j 
May 23d, his death being due toureamie 
poisoning resulting trom a complication | 
of diseases. About ten days previous 
to his death Senator Bradley while 
running in an eifort to catch ■ street 
car. suffered a fall causing a fracture 
of two lingers and a slight wound in 
his forehead. He had however appar- 
ently recovered from the effects of the 
fall ami was able to appear at his office 
on Monday the 18th, but shortly after- 
ward he was taken violently ill and it 
was thought that he was suffering 
from an attpek of acute indigestion, 
but it was afterward discovered that 
the passage of gall stones was causing 
the intense pain which he bore with 
the greatest fortitude. Physicians did 
everything to relieve him within the 
knowledge of medical skill, and suc- 
ceeded in affording him temporary re- 
lief but it was known from the very 
incipiency of the attack that there was 
grave danger, and his relatives were 
communicated with, and his daughter 
.Mrs. John G. South and her husband of I 
Frankfort hastened to his bedside and 
were with him when the end came. All 
that loving kindness of relatives and 
frienda could do was done to alleviate 
Ma suffering and restore him to health, 
but they were unavailing, and the j 
Era . ensoul took its flight, forsaking the 
frail body that haJ endured and suffer- 
ed so much. 

Accompanied by members of both 
hou.-e of Congress, his recent colleagu- 
es, the body borne upon a special fun- 
erel train left Washington on Monday 
afternoon, reaching Frankfort at 9:30 
Tuesday morning, and was immediately 
taken to the home of his son-in-law. 
Dr. South, where the funeral services 
we e neld at 3:30 o'clock Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Because his daughter, Mrs. South, 
who was prostrated with grief, and 
because the Senator himself disliked 
ostentation- had declined a senatorial 
funeral in Washington and the pro- 
posal madii that his body should lie in 
state here in the old Capitol, where 
for four years he had presided as 
Chief Magistrate, there was no in- 
trusion on the arrangements made at 
the family's request; but despite the 
lack of display, the public at last 
claimed him, and devoid of the pomp 
of ceremony his funeral rites by the 
very multitude assembled became a 
mi ;hty demonstration of respect. 

It was the most distinguished gath- 
ering attending the burial of a public 
man in Frankfort in many years, and 
thousands viewed the cortege as it 
passed to the cemetery, while as many 
more bad secured places of advantage 
to see the cortege arrive. Every avail- 
able public vehicle in Frankfort and 
Lexington and many private convey- 
ances were engaged to carry the vis- 
itors, who came from Washington and 
all sections of the State to pay their 
respects to the memory of the late 
Senator. Grouped along the route and 
in the cemetery were hundreds of ne- 
groes, indicating that the race which 
had followed him in life revered his 
memory in death. 

Gov. McCreary closed the executive 
offices at noon and all other state of- 
ficials followed his example. 

Flags on the Capitol and "State Arse- 
nal were hung at half-mast, alt busi- 
ness houses closed at noon, as did the 
city and county office, and as the 
eortege left the South home a big gun 
on Arsenal Hill fired seventeen guns. 

The Rev. Dr. Jess R. Zeigler, pas- 
tor of the First Presbyterian church, 
who was summoned home from the 
general, assembly in Chicago, read the 
burial services at the houss. Dr. Zeig- 
ler offered prayer and read passages 
from the Twenty-third Psalm and John 
xiv., and the choir of the Presbyterian 
church sang 'There la a Light in the 
Valley for Me" and "Abide With Me." 

The casket rested in the drawing 
room, covered with a blanket of palms, 
roses and lilliea. Seated in the 



adjoining close friends of the Senator. 

As soon as the simple services were 
concluded the procession was formed 
and moved to the cemelery. The lot 
selected is near the Bivouac of the 
Dead, where an im|>osing spire is erect- 
ed to the memorv of Kentucky heroes 
who fell in five wars, and within sight 
are the tombstones of most of Ken- 
tucky's Governers. 

In deference to the wishes of those 
who were near and dear to the dead 
Senator, all the pomp which usually ac- 
companies the funeral ceremonies of 
notables was eliminated, but the crowds 
were not to be avoided, and the thous- 
ands of upturned, .tear stained faces all 
along the line of march attested the 
love and esteem in which he was held 
in all walks of life. Besides his sor- 
rowing wife and daughter, Mrs. John 
G. South, fondly recollected here as 
"Miss Christine", Senator Bradley is 
survived by one sister, Mrs. Dr. Nelson 
Mays of this county, and it is utterly- 
useless to try to express to these 
whom he has lefc the sorrow that is 
felt by his home people over his pass- 
ing, they know full well the love and 
esteem in which he was held, and to 
try to express it in mere words would 
be attempting the impossible. 

It would be the height of folly for us 
to try to tell the people of Garrard 
county anything about Senator Bradley, 
to exploit his deeds or to extol his 
virtues; these are well known to every 
adult in the county, most of whom have 
followed his career carefully and are 
fully conversant with its brilliancy. 
However, for the benefit of those who 
might not be conversant with his life 
history, we reproduce a short clipping 
taken from the Congressional Record, 
and which is absolutely authentic. 

William O'Connell Bradley, Republi- 
can, of Beechmont. a suburb of Louis- 
ville. Born near Lancaster, Ky., Mar. 
18. 1847; educated in ordinary local 
schools, never having attended college, 
ar.d at the age of 14, on account of the 
breaking out of the Civil War, ceased 
to attend school and ran away from 
home, joining the Union Army twice, 
but on account of youthfulness was 
taken from the Army by his father; 
was page in the lower house Kentucky 
Legislature, 1861 : licensed to practice 
law bv special act legislature when 18 
years old if found competent by two 
circuit judges and from that time has 
been engaged actively in practice in 
State and Federal courts of Kentucky 
and other States, the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, and the Su- 
preme Court; elected county attorney 
of Garrard County, 1870; Republican 
candidate Congress 1872 and 1876, in 
hopelessly Democratic district; unan- 
imously elected delegate at large to 
seven Republican national conventions, 
seconding nomination of Grant in 1880, 
defeating motion to curtail southern 
representation in 1884, and seconding 
nomination of Roosevelt in 1904; three 
times elected member of Republican 
national committee, received 105 votes 
for Vice-President in National conven- 
tion. 18%; appointed minister to Kor- 
ea, 1889, and declined; defeated for 
governor 1887, reducing Democratic 
majority of 47,000 in previous race for 
governer to less than 17,000; elected 
governor 1895 by plurality of 8,912, 
nominated for United States Senator 
and voted for four times prior to 1908. 
and in February, 1908, elected United 
States Senator,, general assembly hav- 
ing Democratic majority of 8; appoint- 
ed to institute suits against star route 
contractors by President Arthur, but 
declined; three times elected chairman 
of Kentucky delegation in national con- 
ventions; received degree of L, L. D. 
from Kentucky University, delivered 
orations at dedications Kentucky Build- 
ing, Columbian Exposition, Chicago, 
1896; Jefferson Statute, in Louisville; 
Kentucky Monument, Chickamauga, 
Jefferson Monument, Louisville; and 
Kentucky State Capitol, 1910. Term 
expiree March- 3. 1915,

The 
citizens of the community iiave made 
up a iarge rewaru by private subscrip- 
tion for the arrest of the murderer, 
and this has been supplemented by the 
offer $400. reward by Gov. McCreary. 

The child returned from church and 
retired about ten o'clock and about an 
hour afterward her parents hearing a 
noise as if she were vomiting entered 
the room where she was sleeping, 
adjacent to their own, calling her name 
and receiving no reponse, they lighted 
a lamp and were horrified to find the 
little girl with her throat cut from ear 
to ear, her head being almost severed 
from he* body, and a razor, the cruel 
instrument with which the deed had 
perpetrated, by ber side. The blade of 
the razor was nicked where it had 
come in contact with the bones of her 
neck. 

According to the Danville papers, 
the family, though in humble circum- 
stances, is highly respectable, one of , .

No reason 
en be assigned for the terrible deed as , 
no robbery was committed and the 
child was not known to have any 
enemies.

If there ia a nuisance In the neigh- 
borhood write at once to the health de- 
partment 

Cleanliness Kills Flies. 

HOW do fllea live through the win- 
ter? A few lasy, logy flies can 
be found hair dead, but still 
living, around chimneys and warm 
places in the house or stable. They 
will come to lire Just as soon as the 
boya begin playing marbles. 

If no gatbage or filth were to be 
found the female flies would die and 
the stock might lie lost. 

We must keep things clean to keep 
flies from breeding. When they have 
come wr- ran catch them with fly pa- 
per or €.v traps or kill them with fly 
poison. We can keep them out of the 
house by keeping the windows and 
doors screened 

They crawl into the sugar, the milk 
and the bread They have Just been 
crawling into other aJacaa. They get 
typhoid germs and give you typhoid.
